3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or suggest the apparatus of claim 12 having an internal 
diameter of 1.48-1.66 inches and the at least opposing projections having a diameter 
ranging from 0.020-0.160 inches and a height ranging from 0.005-0.135 inch. The 
closest prior art (Masutani et al) teaches a mold for forming a core for a golf ball having 
opposing mold halves having mating half-projections, but the purpose of the mold is to 
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form a golf ball having a different feel depending upon the direction the ball is hit with a 
club. There is no motivation to modify the mold of Masutani et al to form a dimple 
having the specific dimensions as claimed.
